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The  Ethics  Of  Sin 

Rabbi  Perry  Raphael  Rank 


If  we  are  to  trust  anything  about  our 
understanding  of  DNA,  then  we 
must  admittedly  conclude  that  thou- 
sands of  years  ago,  we  stood  at  the 
foot  of  Mount  Sinai,  imbedded  deep 
within  the  kishkes  of  our  ancestors. 
We,  as  they,  were  directly  exposed 
to  an  energy  of  God,  which  we  later 
transformed  into  Ten  Commandments.  That  transformation  ren- 
dered clear,  powerful,  absolute  words  we  cherish  until  this  day... 

Thou  shall  not  steal. 

Thou  shall  not  bear  false  witness. 

Thou  shall  not  murder. 

Each  year,  leading  up  to  Shavuot,  we  remember  the  vic- 
tims of  the  Shoah,  the  Holocaust,  and  recall  a  period  of  time  when 
every  one  of  those  famous  commandments  was  in  some  way  tram- 
pled, broken,  and  violated.  As  a  prelude  to  Shavuot,  Yom  haShoah 
bears  a  bone-chilling  message:  Treat  these  commandments  lightly 
and  this  is  the  kind  of  world  you  end  up  with. 

Scary!  But  what  complicates  the  message  is  that  some- 
times the  crimes  committed  are  not  those  of  the  perpetrators,  but 
those  of  the  victims.  Are  we  to  condemn  those  who,  in  a  fight  for 
survival  or  in  an  act  of  revenge,  stole,  lied,  or  killed?  In  rationalizing 
their  misdeeds,  do  we  expose  a  double  standard,  a  hypocrisy  of 
sorts? 

Immanuel  Kant  (1724-1804),  perhaps  the  greatest  of  all 
modern  philosophers,  would  say  that  we  do.  Kant's  work  helped  us 
to  understand  why  science  could  come  to  definitive  truths  about  the 
world  around  us  but  failed  to  do  the  same  in  such  areas  as  ethics. 
And  yet,  civilization  depends  on  ethical  living,  people  who  keep 
promises,  pay  debts,  testify  truthfully,  and  so  forth.  What  to  do? 

Kant  argued  that  the  only  way  to  live  morally  was  to  live  in 
such  a  way  that  our  actions  are  worthy  of  becoming  universal  law. 
So,  for  example,  if  truth  is  the  foundation  of  all  morality,  then  one 
must  be  truthful  at  all  times,  independent  of  circumstances  or  con- 
sequences, because  only  truth  is  worthy  of  universal  law.  This  idea 
has  been  given  a  fancy  philosophical  term:  the  categorical  impera- 
tive. And  it  sounds  good  and  reasonable,  but  then  Yom  haShoah 
gets  in  the  way.  Consider  this. . . 

You're  a  Jew  in  Nazi  Germany,  1942.  Your  family  has 
been  taken  away  and  your  Jewish  neighbors  have  disappeared. 
You  have  been  witness  to  countless  acts  of  violence,  verbal  and 
physical,  directed  against  Jews  by  Gestapo  agents  and  Nazi  sol- 
diers. You  run  to  another  town  where  no  one  knows  you,  and  due 
to  your  blond  hair  and  perfect  German  accent,  you  pass  yourself  off 
as  a  Christian,  obtaining  work  with  a  family  as  a  maid.  Periodically, 
Gestapo  agents  enter  the  home  to  interrogate  the  family.  They  ask 
you  about  your  background  and  you  fabricate  your  birth  date,  birth- 
place, and  religion. 

You  know  of  Jews  hiding  in  the  neighborhood,  but  when 
asked  about  whether  you  have  heard  any  rumors  to  that  effect,  you 
not  only  deny  any  such  knowledge  but  patriotically  declare  it  an 
honor  to  transfer  such  information,  should  it  ever  come  to  you,  di- 
rectly to  the  Gestapo.  You  lie.  In  the  course  of  that  interrogation, 
and  indeed  in  every  second  of  your  life,  you  lie.  Immanuel  Kant 
would  use  you  as  an  example  of  an  unethical  and  immoral  person. 
Jewish  tradition  would  regard  you  as  a  courageous  soul. 


The  Ten  Commandments  are  not  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, at  least  not  in  Hebrew.  In  Hebrew,  we  refer  to  these  so- 
called  "commandments"  as  Aseret  HaDibrot,  which  roughly  trans- 
lated could  be  the  Ten  Utterances  or  the  Ten  Speakings  or  the  Ten 
Musings.  Commanding  and  uttering  are  two  different  animals.  A 
commandment  tends  to  end  with  a  period — Do  X,  no  ifs,  ands  or 
buts.  But  an  uttering  or  a  speaking  or  a  musing  is  an  invitation  to  a 
conversation. 

If  only  morality  or  ethics  could  be  summarized  with  a  few 
hard  and  fast  rules,  creating  a  just  world  would  be  so  much  easier. 
But  the  blind  adherence  to  a  few  ethical  rulings,  divorced  from  all 
circumstances,  will  lead  you  to  a  freakish  morality.  A  woman  is 
running  away  from  an  armed  rapist.  She  takes  refuge  in  your 
home.  The  rapist  comes  to  your  door  and  demands  to  know  if  she 
is  there.  You  say  she  is  because  you  cannot  tell  a  lie.  Kant  would 
declare  this  a  moral  act;  Jews  might  view  this  as  an  instance  of 
idolatry,  where  even  the  truth  has  been  turned  into  an  object  of 
worship. 

There  is  a  famous  argument  in  the  Talmud  between  Hillel 
and  Shammai  about  what  to  say  to  a  bride.  Does  one  praise  the 
bride  commensurate  with  her  beauty  or  lack  thereof,  the  view  of 
Shammai,  or  does  one  exuberantly  praise  her  beauty  and  charm, 
whatever  her  appearance,  the  view  of  Hillel?  It  should  come  as  no 
surprise  that  Shammai's  slavish  obedience  to  some  ethical  princi- 
ple was  rejected.  In  place  of  that  our  tradition  chose  the  magna- 
nimity and  graciousness  of  Hillel.  Does  that  mean  that  Hillel  en- 
courages us  to  lie?  No.  It  means  that  we  cannot  advance  along  the 
path  of  morality  by  following  a  recipe  book — Do  X,  period. 

We  come  to  morality  through  dialogue  and  deliberations 
that  take  into  account  the  thousands  of  details  that  comprise  every 
given  challenge.  That  is  the  wisdom  of  the  Aseret  HaDibrot,  in  es- 
tablishing not  commandments,  but  musings  that  require  thoughtful- 
ness  and  conversation.  That's  something  that  Jews  have  been 
doing  ever  since  that  fateful  meeting  at  a  place  called  Mount  Sinai, 
where  we  all  stood,  imbedded  deep  within  the  kishkes  of  our  an- 
cestors.

As  we  sit  here  tonight,  I  ask 
you  to  think  back  to  your  Midway  mem- 1 
ories  that  we  share  together.  To  me, 
Midway's  religious  school  is  more  than 
just  classroom  learning.  Yes  we  have 
learned  to  read  Hebrew  and  recite  Jew- 1 
ish  prayers,  but  we  also  were  taught 

what  it  means  to  be  Jewish;  we  have  learned  about  Israel  and 
what  is  expected  of  a  Conservative  Jewish  person.  Midway  has 
taught  us  in  many  different  ways:  from  Kadima  Day,  to  Mitzvah 
day,  Matzo  factory,  Shofar  factory,  singing  songs,  taking  trips, 
attending  Hanukkah  Happenings,  carnivals,  and  much  more,  all  in 
a  fun  way. 

Over  the  years  our  teachers  have  taught  us  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  Kids  get  to  act  in  plays,  watch  videos,  or  go  on  a  field  trip. 
Just  this  year  the  seventh  graders  had  three  experiences.  We 
heard  from  three  Holocaust  survivors,  Irving  Roth,  Evelyn  Pike- 
Rubin  and  Ruth  Meador.  Each  talked  about  what  their  experienc- 
es were  as  a  child  during  the  Holocaust.  It  made  an  impact  on  me 
coming  from  a  firsthand  source,  not  a  textbook  or  a  website  de- 
scribing it.  We  also  saw  the  play  From  the  Fires  which  enhanced 
my  knowledge  about  the  Holocaust.  Last  we  went  on  a  trip  to  the 
Museum  of  Jewish  Heritage.  This  trip  reinforced  my  knowledge  of 
the  Holocaust  by  letting  me  see  some  of  the  propaganda  people 
used  against  Jews.  These  are  interactive  ways  for  kids  to  under- 
stand the  information  instead  of  reading  it  out  of  books. 

I  have  been  coming  to  Midway  Jewish  Center  even  be- 
fore I  was  enrolled  as  a  student.  As  a  younger  sibling  of  a  Midway 
Religious  School  graduate,  I  was  attending  Junior  Congregation, 
now  called  Family  Services,  since  I  was  four  years  old  (boy  all  the 
service  credits  I  could  have  accumulated  over  the  years).  I  en- 
joyed coming  and  listening  to  Morah  Miller  sing  Jewish  songs  to 
the  tune  of  Yankee  Doodle  and  Take  Me  Out  to  the  Ball  Game. 

I  also  remember  coming  as  a  family  to  the  First  Friday  of 
the  Month  Shabbat  Service  and  listening  to  Rabbi  Rank  or  Bubbe 
Claire  read  the  kids  a  story.  I  remember  looking  forward  to  seeing 
what  tie  Rabbi  Rank  was  wearing,  making  it  a  special  Shabbat  for 
me.  But  it  was  not  special  because  of  the  story  that  was  read  or 
the  tie  that  was  worn,  it  was  special  because  we  spent  the  time 


together  as  a  family.  Each  week  in  our  home  we  light  the  Shab- 
bat candles  together  as  a  family;  it  is  not  just  for  my  mother  to  do. 
We  all  say  the  blessing  over  the  wine  together  as  well  as  the 
Shabbat  prayers,  and  we  talk  to  each  other  about  our  week. 

Judaism  begins  at  home.  Our  parents  and  grandparents 
are  our  first  teachers  and  the  ones  to  lay  the  foundation  for  us. 
They  are  the  ones  to  make  us  see  and  learn  so  we  can  continue 
Judaism;  so  in  the  future,  when  we  are  parents,  we  can  do  the 
same  for  our  children  and  all  generations  to  come.  As  we  say  in 
Hebrew,  L'Dor  V'Dor.  One  learns  the  most  from  their  family,  and 
the  family  has  to  lead  and  set  the  example. 

The  term  Conservative,  as  in,  "I  am  a  Conservative  Jew," 
is  meant  to  mean  that  Jewish  people  should  attempt  to  conserve 
Jewish  tradition,  rather  than  reform  or  abandon  it.  Midway  has 
taught  us  all  that  males  wear  a  kippah  when  in  shul,  the  tradition 
of  lighting  the  Shabbat  candles,  the  proper  way  to  light  the  cha- 
nukkiah,  how  to  perform  havadallah,  the  rules  and  importance  of 
keeping  kosher,  and  most  important,  not  to  use  or  play  with  your 
cell  phone  in  the  shul  on  Shabbat.  In  addition  to  those,  we  should 
keep  the  Sabbath  holy. 

Remember  when  we  were  in  the  fifth  grade,  we  did  a 
mock  wedding  to  learn  the  proper  steps  in  a  Jewish  wedding. 
These  teachings  can  prepare  us  for  the  future.  Taking  these 
teachings,  following  these  traditions,  and  incorporating  them  into 
your  daily  life  is  what  being  a  Conservative  Jew,  is  all  about. 

Judaism  is  a  lifelong  learning  journey.  Today  is  not  the 
end  of  our  Jewish  learning  experiences.  Becoming  a  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  is  not  the  completion  of  your  Jewish  studies  but  the  first 
step  to  becoming  an  active  member  in  the  Jewish  community.  As 
we  sit  among  our  peers  who  have  completed  Hebrew  High 
School,  we  too  can  look  forward  to  starting  Hebrew  High  School 
next  year.  We  should  continue  our  learning  and  doing  mitzvot 
between  G~d  and  man  and  also  man  and  man. 

On  behalf  of  the  seventh  grade  class  I  would  like  to  give 
a  Todah  Robah  to  Rabbi  Rank  and  Rabbi  Hearshen  for  their 
knowledge  and  guidance.  I  would  like  to  give  a  special  thank  you 
to  Mrs.  Hochbaum,  Mrs.  Stein,  and  each  and  every  teacher  who 
has  shared  their  wisdom,  molded  us  and  guided  each  of  us  with 
their  lessons.

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Our  Experience  In  Israel  With  The  JNF

I  experienced  a  strange  phenomenon  after  Mel  and  I  returned  from  our  recent  trip  to  Israel.  Though  I  love  coming  home  to  fami- 
ly, friends,  and  the  comfort  of  my  community,  there's  a  feeling  that  life  in  the  US  is  superficial.  Israel  is  just  a  very  special  place.  Israelis 
have  a  reputation;  they  are  chutzpadik,  cynical,  fiery.  Spicier...  as  is  the  food.  Life  is  more  vibrant  in  Israel. 

We  spent  seven  weeks  in  Israel;  the  first  four  we  tutored  students  in  English  four  mornings  a  week  in  Tel  Aviv.  Each  morning's  cab 
ride  was  an  experience  in  itself,  with  drivers  chatting  in  Hebrew  or  English,  or  a  combination.  Our  CAARI  JNF  program  is  special.  Na- 
chum/Neil,  our  tour  guide,  knows  every  fact-history,  religion,  topography,  climate,  science,  new  technologies,  flora  and  fauna,  wildlife, 
politics.  Program  Director  Susan  handles  details  and  logistics.  Both  made  aliyah  years  ago,  and  understand  both  the  American/Canadian 
and  Israeli  psyches. 

Only  in  an  Israeli  secular  school  would  a  girl  arrive  at  1 1  AM  on  her  own  bat  mitzvah  day  because  she  forgot  to  give  me,  her  Ameri- 
can teacher,  a  copy  of  her  invitation.  Only  in  such  a  school  would  an  1 1 -year-old  boy  tell  us  he's  handling  his  claustrophobia  about  the 
miklat,  the  bomb  shelter  in  his  school,  pretty  well.  He  told  us  as  we  were  about  to  visit  inside  the  shelter,  "You  shouldn't  go.  Only  we  have 
to."  HE  was  protecting  US. 

Only  in  Israel  would  an  Ethiopian  13-year-old  boy  in  Mel's  religious  public  school  have  his  entire  class  and  his  family  travel  to  the 
Kotel  from  Tel  Aviv,  on  a  trip  sponsored  by  the  school,  so  that  he  could  have  a  bar  mitzvah  which  his  family  couldn't  afford.  All  this,  while 
the  world's  media  calls  Israel  an  apartheid  nation. 

Back  at  our  hotel  at  noon  each  day,  we  discussed  our  morning's  experiences  as  we  ate  lunch,  then  headed  for  our  bus... to  visit  a 
reservoir,  or  a  museum,  or  a  special  exhibit,  or  an  opera,  or  a  farm,  or  an  artist  colony.  Our  stops  were  "off-off-off"  the  beaten  track.  In  the 
evening,  there  were  lectures  by  university  professors  and  journalists,  Israeli  dance  instructors,  and  a  Purim  shpiel,  which  I  helped  write. 

We  were  in  Israel  for  the  elections  and  their  aftermath  and  the  attempts  at  coalitions.  And  for  Tu  B'Shevat.  Thousands  of  sap- 
lings were  planted  in  the  hillsides  and  we,  as  JNF  emissaries,  distributed  them.  On  Purim  the  streets  were  alive  with  costumes  for  days.  I 
attended  a  Megillah  reading  at  the  Kotel  by  the  feminist  group,  Women  of  the  Wall.  Mel  and  I  cheered  on  the  runners  at  the  Jerusalem 
marathon,  picked  Shamouti  oranges,  and  trimmed  low-hanging  branches  in  the  forest  to  minimize  fires.  We  toured  the  new  Sarah  Wets- 
man  Davidson  Tower  at  Hadassah  Hospital-  state  of  the  art  in  every  way. 

Shabbat  in  Israel,  like  none  other,  even  in  secular  Tel  Aviv;  as  the  hush  falls  over  the  city  Friday  afternoon,  each  person  heads 
for  their  shul  of  choice  (or  not)  before  Shabbat  dinner.  The  stores  close,  the  number  of  open  restaurants  diminishes.  Shabbat  afternoon 
affords  an  opportunity  to  rest,  or  participate  in  Israeli  dancing  on  the  tayelet,  the  beach  promenade.  Synagogues  in  Jerusalem- 
indescribable  experience,  a  shul  on  every  block  and  no  two  alike.
